H. K. Laird, of Columbus, one of 


the officials of the good roads com- 
mission was in Coshocton Thursday 
conferring with Hippolyt Liewer, one 
of the directors of the state associa- 
tion. 


"We want a small state levy made 


and then to have the state spend $3,- 
000.000 a year for good roads, giving 
each county of the state $35,000 each 
year to be expended in the general 
plan. 


Coshocton county would have six 


roads, connecting us with other coun- 
y se»ts; 
one to 
Millersburg, 
as 


straight a line as possible, doubtless 
the present roud through Keene nnc 
Clark; to New Philadelphia, through 
Fresno. Bakersville, etc.; to Cam- 
bridge, through Piainfleld; Zanesville, 
via Adams Mills; Newark, via Coop- 
erdale; Mt. Vernon'vla New Castle.

brick or macadam, water-bound, up

The statutes 
provide that the petitions can be filed 
with any judge of the common pleas 
court at any time and do not have 
to be filed m open court.

It was over two years ago that Mr. 


Kissner's health began failing. 
He 


left about two years ago for

Springs, Ark., where he lived for 
some time and after partially regain- 
ing his health returned to Coshocton. 
At that time Mr. Kissner resumed his 
duties as manager of the affairs of 
the Kisbner Construction Co. 


"In 1910 .Mr. Kissner was taken ill 


while superintending some .work in 
Massillon and he went to 
Florida 


where he remained until last Septem- 
ber when he returned to 
Newark 


where he took treatment m a sani- 
toriurn. 
In October he returned to 


his old home in Coshocton slightly 
improved m health. Soon after reach- 
ing here his health 
began 
failing 


again and he sank into the fatal ill- 
ness. He died sleeping as peacefully 
as child Wednesday night. 


Although the family and his many 


friends throughout the county have 
been aware of the seriousness "of his 
condition for the last several weeks, 
the death came as a blow.
